Ex-Minister to Peking Will Surrender 
Ambassadorship in Mexico for 
His New Mission.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 17.—Edwin 
H. Conger, who at present is the United 
States Ambassador to Mexico, soon will 
surrender that post to accept a 
mission and go back to Peking, where he 
rendered valiant services to his country 


in the stormy days of the Boxer uprising. 
This became understood after a visit by 
Mr. Conger to President Roosevelt at 
Sagamore Hill to-day.

Mr. Conger is to go to Peking, not to! 


replace Minister Rockhill, who has the 
complete confidence of the President and 
is considered one of the most capable men 


in the Diplomatic Service of the United | 
States in the Far East, but as a special | 


Commissioner to look into the tangled 


relations which have arisen between this | 
country and China over the interpreta- | 


tion of the Exclusion act, the resulting 
boycott of American goods in China, and 
the dispute over the Canton-Hankow rail- 
road concession. 

The calling in at this time of Ambassa- 
dor Conger, whose tact made him the 
man of the hour in the critical days when 
China was the battleground of the con- 
flicting claims of all the powers of Eu- 
rope. ie taken here to indicate that the 
@ifferences between this country and 
China, now awaiting settlement, have as- 
sumed a graver aspect than 
had been presumed. That there had been 
some hitch in the negotiations carried on 
with the Chinese Government regarding 
the Canton-Hankow Railroad concession 
became apparent several days ago, when 
an important dispatch to the 


istér at Peking, was withheld from pub- 
lication. 

This dispatch is now believed to have 
been the answer of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to certain representations regarding 
the railroad concession made through Sir 
Chentung-Liang-Cheng, the Chinese Min- 
ister at Washinzton, who came to Saga- 
more Hill in response to an urgent invita- 
tion from the President the day after J. 
P. Morgan visited Sagamore Hill. 

On the occasion of the visit of Aim- 
bassador Conger at Sagamore Hill Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt discussed with him at 
some length the various questions in- 
volved in the present differences with the 
Chinese Government. .Mr. Conger left 
China only four months ago, and is fa- 
miliar with conditions there. He is known 
to have confirmed the President's opin- 
fon that to surrender the American con- 
trol of the Canton-Huankow concession at 
the present time 
to American prestige in the Far East. 
It is believed that when Mr. Conger goes 
to China he wiil have instructions 
make it plain that, at all events, the con- 
cesson must remain in American hands, 

This desire on the part of the Adminis- 
tration has become more pronounced re- 
cently, since the impression has gained 
ground that Japan may possibly be be- 
hind the pressure which the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has sought to exercise of late to 
gain control of the Canton-Hankow ‘con- 
cession from the American owners,

SAVED FROM DEADLY FUMES. 


Two Bravely Rescued After an Explo- 
sion In the Ruppert Brewery. 


By the bravery of their fellows two men 
were saved from death by suffocation in 
ammonia fumes in the ice plant of the 
Jacob Ruppert Brewing Company, at 
Third Avenue and Ninety-second Street, 
at 8 o’clock last evening. ‘ 

With a report heard blocks away, a sec- 
tion of an inch and a quarter pipe ex- 
ploded in the ice machine when thirty- 
two men were about the place. The en- 
tire floor was immediately flooded with 
the vapor, as the ammonia, freed from the 
pressure, burst out of the gap made in 
the pipe. Most of the men gained the en- 
trance to the plant in Third Avenue. 
Crowds rushed up, thinking that the 
building had been wrecked. 

Some of the bravest ef the gang of em- 
ployes, fearing that some of their num- 
ber had been left behind, tried to plunge 
back to the machines through the blinding 
gas, only to be driven back at the first 
attempt. Then, laying the fumes some- 
somewhat with a spray of water from a 


heavy hose, they groped their way back 
into the room. 

Up against one of the walls they found 
the engineer, John Long, of 319 East 
Ninety-fourth Street. He was uncon- 
scious and bleeding from wounds on the 


; head, where he had been struck by the 


torn pipe. He was carried out to the 
Street and revived, 

Over in another corner of the room, 
where he had_ been blown by the ex- 
plosion, was John Smith of One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh Street and Third Ave- 
nue, also unconscious and wounded on the 
face and head by fragments of the pipe. 
He, too, was carried out.

clally ‘“‘Tammany” in New York. They 
offered Domenico and Giorgana $5 to play 
the piece on the way to the station. 

With 200-pound Smith worrying at him 
interrupting his music frequently, Gior- 
gana struggled through the tune, the 
Englishmen cheering him at every step. 
A crowd trailed behind, yelling indus- 
triously. 

There being no envelope in the station 
big enough to hold the 700 pennies taken 
from Domenico, they were stored in an 
old derby hat. 


RESCUER MADE A LOFTY DIVE. 


Then Spanked the Boy He Saved and 
Chased Him from the River. 


Plenty of onlookers yelled and shouted 
and ran aimlessly about when seven-year- 
old Edward Shields, plump and curly- 
headed, tumbled into the river while 
playing tag at East One Hundred and 
Twenty-third Street yesterday afternoon.

THE KOREANS’ APPEAL. 


They Ask President Roosevelt to Get 
Them a Square Deal. 


ASBURY PARK, Aug. 17.—Syngman

The appeal declares that the Japanese, 
instead of keeping their promise to keep 
Korea independent and help her, have 
turned ‘‘ several thousand rough and dis- 
orderly men" into Korea, and that these 
men are treating the Koreans “in a most 
outrageous manner.” 

“We know,” the appeal continues, 
people of America love fair 
lay and advocato justice toward ail men. 
Ne also know your -'xcellency is the 
ardent exponent of a square deal between 
individuais as well as nations. Therefore 
we come to you with this memorial, with 
the hope that your Excellency may help 
our country at this critieal period of our 
national life.”

Word Means Anything. 


NOR SHALL WHISTLES BLOW 





This New Ordinance, Which WIII Go 


Into Effect To-morrow, Demands 


Qulet from 10 P. M. to 6 A. M.

MOUNT VERNON, Aug. 17.—Roosters 
are forbidden to crow, dogs to bark, bells 
to be tolled, and engines to toot their | 
whistles in Mount Vernon between 10 | 
o'clock at night and 6 o'clock in the | 
morning. This is the agreement reached | 
to-day at a meeting of the Board of} 
Health. 

The ban will be placed on these so- 
called nulsances on Saturday, and after 
that owners of indiscreet fowls and mind- 
ful, watchful dogs, who might attempt to 
bark and thus give their masters or 
mistresses a warning of an approaching 
burglar, will be subject to arrest and a! 
fine of $50 to $100. Those who fail to | 
pay their fines will have to go to jail. 
This new ordinance which has set Mount 
Vernon to talking reads: 

“The ringing: of church bells or any 
other bells, the blowing of steam whis- 
tles, the moving or shunting of trains 
except in connection with the through 
traffic of the railroads, the handling or 
movement of large masses of rock, metals, | 
and other substances, so as to interrupt 
or disturb the sleep of the residents, will 
be prohibited in the City of Mount Ver- 
non between the hours of 10 o’clock in 
the evening and 6 o’clock in the morning. 
The maintenance of lowing animals, crow- 
ing cocks, barking dogs, and other birds 
or other animals which produce or are 
calculated to create noise, to disturb the 
sleep and quiet of the neighbors, within 
the same hours is hereby prohibited.” 

It is said that the erdinance is aimed at 

Jthe New Haven and Central Railroads, 
which handle all of the freight to Mount 
Vernon at night. These roads bring most 
of the freight into the city between 1 and 
4 o'clock in the morning, and the making 
up of trains in East and West Mount 
Vernon has caused the residents to com- 
plain bitterly to the authorities. 

Recently President, Mellen of the New 
Haven Road issued an order to the engin- 
eers forbidding them to blow their whis- 
tles at night except in case of emergency. 
According to the Board of Health's new 
ruling, the fire bells and steam whistle, 
which is used only at night, are not ex- 
cepted. No provision was made for them 


or for the bells and whistles on the fire 
apparatus. The Board of Health ts com- 
posed of three of Mount Vernon's busi- 
ness men—Dr. Archibald McCampbell, 
President; Roland B. Archer, lawyer, and 
Henry B. Pruzer, merchant.

Railroads to Carry Away the Dirt and 
Better Houses for Employes the 
Immediate Necessities. 


PANAMA, Aug. 17.—It is reported here 
lthat the suspension of engineering opera- 
tions on the canal is owing to the ex- 
haustion of the Congressional appropria- 
tion, although the reason officially given 
is that the suspension is due to the de- 
sirability of undertaking the improvement 
of sanitary conditions in the Zone.

{ pected until Congress meets. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The Isthmian 
Canal Commission to-day issued the fol- 
lowing statement of its finances: 

“Of the appropriation by Congress of 

$10,000,000 for the construction of the 
canal there was on April 1, 190%, the date 
on which the present commission took 
| hold, an available balance to the credit 
| of this appropriation of $7,426,568. 
; “During April the expenditures from 
this appropriation aggregated $475,000; 
| during May, $503,000; during June, $659,- 
000; during July, $770,000; for wages, sala- 
ries, materials, supplies, and equipment. 

“During July there was an unusual 
expenditure for the purcharse of two ships 
at $650,000 each not included in the July 
expenditures above. 

“During the month of August, up to 
| and inincluding the 15th, $250,000 has been 
expended. This ieft to the balance of the 
appropriation on Aug. 15, $2,816,715, in 
addition to which each of the two dis- 
bursing officers had in hand $800,000 on 
that date. 

“It will be seen that the average ex- 
penditure per month, leaving out of con- 
sideration the purchase of the two ships, 
was in the neighborhood of $650,000, and at 
that rate of expenditure the $2,816,713 
will last until early in January, which is 
according to the schedule fixed by Mr. 
Shonts on April 1, when he becamé Chair- 
man of the commission.” 








Replying to the report that the sus- 
| pension of digging operations on the ca- 
| nal is due to exhaustion of the Congres- 
|}sional appropriation for constructing the 
waterway, Theodore P. Shonts, Chairman 
of the Panama Canal Commission, who 
is in this city, said yesterday:

TRY, TO SETTLE WOOD WILL. 


Story That the Steel Man Was Jilted 
by Goldie Mohr’s Mother. 


The will of Alan W. Wood of Pittsburg, 
who made Goldie Mohr, the chorus girl, 
| his wife in March last, notwithstanding 
the protests of his children, was filed for 
probate yesterday by Morgan & Seabury, 
attorneys for the executors. In their peti- 
tion they declared that Mr. Wood left 
$55,000 in real estate, and that the amount 
of his personal property was unknown. 

Following this statement came a report 
that the widow would sue to break the 
| will with the object of obtaining a larger 
|share than the ninth provided by the 
testator. She will allege that her husband 
| was induced to make the will by his rela- 
tives, who used undue influence. She 
wants one-third of the estate, which it is 
said would be $2,000,000. 

The will is dated Jan. 18, 1905, and be- 
gins by stating that it is the wish of the 
testator that all of his real estate, bonds, 
stocks, and other securities be turned into 
cash and divided into nine parts. One of 
these parts is to go to his wife, G. Lilian 
Wood, in lieu of her dower and all other 
interests in the estate. The next clause 
says: 

“To each of my children, W. Dewes 
Wood, Park Currier Wood, Rosalind W. 
McConnell, Alberta Wood, Anita Wood, 
Roland Gilpin Wood, Helen F. Wood, and 
Laura Gilpin Wood, one share and portion 
as above set forth." 

The widow, if she contests the will, is 


barred from sharing in the estate under 
this clause: 

“TI direct that if my wife shall decline 
to accept the said portion above allotted 
to her upon the terms set forth, she shall 
forfeit the same absolutely.’’ 

As the value of the entire estate has not 
yet been estimated, it would merely be 
guesswork to say what a ninth share 
amounts to, but is was said yesterday that 
it would amount to bout $500,000. 

An effort is being made to compromise 
the dispute over the will, but the attor- 
neys refused to say what the outcome 
was likely to be. So far no official notice 
of contest has been entered against the 
probate of the will.

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Aug. 17.—Alan 
W. Wood, according to a clergyman here, 
was once engaged to Goldie Mohr Wood's 
mother. In 1859 Wood, then a student in 
old Allentown Seminary, fell in love with 
Sallie Sutter, daughter of one of the 
town's leading residents. Wood had come 
from Conshocken, where his father had a 
rolling mill. He had numerous rivals for 
the affections of Miss Sutter. Among 
them was one man who afterward went 
to Congress, another who became a cler- 
gyman, a third who entered the army and 
rose to the rank of Colonel, and a fourth 
who was a professor in a Military Acad- 
emy. Finally Wood won Miss Sutter's 
promise to marry him. 

Soon after that, in 1861, he was grad- 
uated, and on that day Miss Sutter dis- 
appeared. to return on the following day 
as the bride of Theodore Mohr. Mohr was 
then eighteen, the same age as Wood. | 

Soon after the wedding Miss Sutter’s 
unsuccessful suitors, with the exception 
of the professor, enlisted in the army. 
Her husband also enlisted. The professor 
committed suicide. 


LEITCH MAY KEEP TWO JOBS. 





President Rules for Wilmington Coun- 
cilman—Deputy Revenue Collector. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—C. M. Leitch, 
United States Stamp Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue at Wilmington, Del., 
who some months ago was elected a mem- 
ber and subsequently was chosen Presi- 
dent of the City Council of Wilmington, 
will be permitted to retain both offices. 

This decision has been reached by 
President Roosevelt. Although it is ad- 
mittedly a departure from the President's 
well-known policy, the circumstances 
connected with the case are regarded as 
exceptional. Should Leitch be required 
to resign his place in the City Council 
the action would leave that body evenly

and six Democrats. 

Under the city’s charter no general elec- 
tion for Councilman can be held for two 
years, but provision is made for elections 
by the Council itself to fill vacancies. 
That body being evenly divided, it_is re- 
garded as probable that the Council 
would be tn a dead-lock for two years. For 
these reasons the President has decided 
that Mr. Leitch may serve in the Coun- 
ceil and at the same time perform his du- 


ties as Stamp Deputy.

welcomed, in short, as cumulative 
proof of the unwisdom of legislation 
making the Inter-State Commission a 
sort of earthly providence, to adjust the 
rivalries of railways and communities. 
The Government is not well fitted for 
such duties, and such questions are ad- 
justed in the old-fashioned way better 
than by even the best-equipped depart-

The conclusions which Mr. Loomis 
has drawn from his inspection of the 
American Consulates in France are, to 
be sure, those he might have drawn 
without going to France, being those 
which all intelligent students of the 
subject reached long since.

But the 
East is far from free of the same accusa- 
tion. Israelites in Morocco, Persia, and 
other !ands of the Orient, whether under 
Christian or Mohammedan or Pagan rule, | 
are not alone subject to inhuman restric- 
tions, but are frequent victims of bru-, 
tal outrages.

Electric Cars for All the Swiss. 


From The London Telegraph. 

Switzerland has a great scheme in view—the 
conversion of all its State railways to electric 
traction. They cover. 1,520 miles of route, 242 
being of double track. There exists, of course, 
an enormous water power in Switzerland, but 
it is very variable, and we are not aware how 
much of it can be utilized all the year around 
for the generation of electric energy. Tenders 
will be asked for shortly from some of the 
great electric firms. According to The Elec- 
trician, the Confederation makes money by its 
railways, the receipts last year being ‘£4,736,- 


000, and the expenses £3,120,000; and the Gov- 
ernment expects to make more (or to reduce 
fares) with electric traction.

WHAT AILS THE PARK TREES ? 


| It’s Cytospora, the Government’s Lady 
Expert Says. 


In the opinion of the expert of the De- 


partment of Agriculture, Mrs. Flora W. 
Patterson, a fungus which has been de- 
structive to trees in New York's Zoological 
Park is what is known to science as a 
cytospora, a parasitic, fungoid growth, 
very destructive to deciduous trees. 

The growth was noticed by Chief For- 
ester H. W. Merkel in the Zoological Park, 
where it had ravaged chestnut ttees. He 
found traces of its ruin afterward in other 
sections of the Bronx Park forest, the 
Botanical Gardens, the area between 
them and the Zoological Park, and in Pel- 
ham Bay Park, the chestnut trees being 
the sufferers. The pest operates by “ ring- 
ing '’ branches near the trunk, which rap- 
idly wilt and die. 

Prof. E. B. Southwick, entomologist of 
the Manhattan Park Department, says 
that the fungus has been known for years 
as a parasite on deciduous trees other 
than chestnuts. At any rate, under the 
direction of the Executive Committee of 
the Zoological Society, he has directed the 
park officers to discover a remedy for 
the pest and to apply it without regard to 
trouble or cost. t present men are active 
in cutting off the dead branches of the 
chestnuts and in spraying the trees that 
have been attacked. The pruned branches 
are burned.
